Washington, Jan. 31.— The senate 
t>rOM«dlnft for the week open«d with 
a ip««ch by Senator Prttlgrew dpaling 

With the Hawaiian question. Heyond 
this spetHh it is vt-ry diffltult to fore- 
cast the outlook for the week. 

The diversion occasioned by taking 
up the Teller bond resolution has left 
the senate in a somewhat disorganized 
and unsettled condition and With HO 
prearranged program. 

The army and the leglslatlTe appro- 
priation bills are ii!rp;i(ly on the calen- 
dar, and the conbideratiou of the agri 
cultural bill has beea completed by the 
committee. 

The probabilities are that the army 
bill will be the first of these measures 
to receive consideration, though there 
is some disposition to displace it with 
the legislative bill. 

Senator Allison, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, said that 
it was his purpose to have the appro- 
priation bills considered in advance of 
other measures, and If he adheres to 
this determination the week may be 
largely taken up with them. 

The census bill also will be pressed 
for consideration liiiring the week, and 
Senator Carter, chairman of the cen- 
ms committee, said that he was very 
hopeful of securing its passage in the 
near future. 

The debat" upon the civil service 
will be resumed when this bill is taken 
up, and the bill will be so amended as 
to give the control of 'the census bu- 
reau to the secretary of the Interior. 

The bimetallist Republican rienators 
are still discussing the advisability of 
renewing the financial agiution in the 
senate by the introduction of some 
measure of their own. If they present 
a resolution it probably will be a dec- 
laration to the effect that the United 
Stares is not committed to the gold 
standard. 

Speedjr Action OvulrcJ. 

Tho resolution reported from the 
senate committee on privileges and 
elections declaring Mr. Corbett not to 
be entitled to a seat In the senate from 
Oregon is also on the senate calendar, 
and there is a disposition in some 
(luarters to dispose of this as speedily 
as possible. 

There Is a growing impression that 
the friends of the Hawaiian treaty feel 
that their safest course is in d- lay. and 
that this is the explanation of the tac- 
tics so far observed with reference 
to it 

They have made a very thorough 
canvass of thesenateand have not bir'en 
able to discover where they can get 
more than 58 votes, whereas to ratify 
the treaty they will have to have 60. 
They feel that even some of those 63 
are not entirely r('Iial)le. 

Senator Pettigrew's determination to 
discuss the Hawaiian question In open 
session will have a tendency to take 
the direction of the ratification resolu- 
tion out of the hands of the foreign 
relations committee, and it may prove 
to be the opening wedge to the discus- 
sion of the whole ttubject in open ses- 
sion of the senate. 

The resolution (icchires it to be con- 
trary to the traditions of this country 
to acquire any territory so situated ia 
to require a navy to protect it. This is 
a basis broad enough for the discus- 
sion of the whole Kuliji ct, and it is un- 
derstood to be Mr. Pettigrew's inten- 
tion to enter very fully into the ques- 
tion of the condition of affairs In Ha- 
waii. 

He will deal with Mr. Dole's visit, 
and will undertake to show that that 
gentleman was never elected president, 
that the constitution of the present 
government of Hawaii was never sub- 
mitted to the people of that country, 
and that in fact the whole government 
is irregular. * 

It is possible that objection may be 
made to discussing such subjects in 
open session in view of the pendency 
of the treaty, and Mr. Pettigrew not 
l)e allowed to proceed except behind 
closed doors.

^fite in passing the Teller resolution by 
killing that declaratlop of the sense of 
toagreu regarding the payment of the 
covernmeat's coin bonds in silver on 
n yea and nay vote in the house this 
tveelc. 

\V^*le the full Republican strength 
In the house can not be commanded 
^saiast the resolution, no doubt Is ex- 



pressed by those who h.ive made it 
their business to canvass the situation 
that the majority against it will be de- 
cisive. 

As soon as the resolution is reported 
back from the ways and means com 
mlttee the rules committee will bring 
In a speci;il ordor for its consideration 
The time allowed for debate is likely 
to be brief, as the leaders do not be- 
lieve there is any necessity for pro- 
tracted debate, and. moreover, a long 
discussion would measurably decrease 
the very purpose they have in view- 
namely, a prompt and decisive negS' 
Uve reply to the senate's declaration 

The remainder of the week will be 
devoted t<i appropriation bills. The 
DisU-lct of Columbia bill Is still uo ler 
J^BcuBsion. and the fortrflcatlons bin is 
on the calendar. The hoiulb leaders 
Intend to give appropriation bills the 
right of way ic ord4r to make an early 
adjournment possible. 

The moment the appropriation bills 
are out of the way the new rules will 
be brought in. and after that the con 
tested election cases and the bankrupt- 
cy bill will be brought forward.

Muncie, Ind., Jan. 31. — An aeronaut 
named Clarence Baldwin annpunces 
that he has successfully cf.ntrived. aft- 
er years of work, an airship that win 
actually sail and navigate the atmo- 
sphere, at Daiton. and iliat lie will 
make bis first public trial trip, start- 
ing from this city, March 1. 

The ship is made of sheet and tubu 
lous aluminum throughout, and is a 
shell SO feet long, 28 feet in diamef r 
through the center. The sheet cover- 
ing is one-sixty-fourth of an inch In 
thickness. 

The buoyancy is obtained by gas fill- 
ing this shell. The motive power is n 
gas engine connecting with a propeller 
and rudder at the stern of the shell 
Three wings on the side assist in the 
locomotion of the ship, and are ar- 
ranged to strike the wind like a knife 
so that there will be no resistance. 

Professor Baldwin says his ship is a 
reality, and not a myth, and that when 
he gives the word "Let her go" in this 
city on March 1 hi.s aerial vssel will 
ncroniplish a speed of not lean than SD 
miles an hour. 

He contemplates a trip first south' 
east to Washington, the capital of the 
Tnited States, and says that Mr. Mc 
Kinley will be the first president oi 
the United States who will have the 
honor of sitting In the White Housr, 
looking out a window and seeing an 
airship.

Stewart said, referring to the speeches of 
President McKinley in New York, that 
lie ifL'tf ti'il t(i see thai the Presiilent 
had not studied this question more deeply 
and that he was utterly misguided. He 
quoted the following sentence from the 
President's speech: "Nothing sboald 
tempt us— nothing ever will tempt us— 
to SI Mle (lowii tl]»' pacred debt of the na- 
tion throii-h a le^al technicality.

Mr. McKinley, said Mr. ?<'teuart, refers 
to the option of the (iovernaient to pay 
its obligations In either gold or silver as 
a mere technicality and he did this, toD, 
in the face of his own vote in favor ol the 
molntion we are consiilering. Now the 
President calls this option of the Govern- 
ment—worth a thousand millions— a 
mere teclinicality. "What language for 
a President to use!" exclaimed Mr. Stew- 
art. " We cannot use this money in the 
treasury unless it is recognized by other 
nations of the world as the best money. 
The desDOts and gold syndicates of Eu- 
rope are to name tlie kind of money re- 
gaidlesi vi. what the law of the United 
State* mtiit be."

Maysville was visited by one of the 

most destructive fires in the history of 
the city at 5 o'clock Sunday morning. It 
is doubtful if dames ever did their{work 
more awiftly and more completely. 

The blase was discovered about 6 
o'clock, and half an hour later Parker it 
Smoot'd livery stable, corner of Second 
and Sutton streets, and Washington 
Opera House were in rains. 

Twenty-eight horses and one cow per- 
ished in the liiine^, and another horse 
was so badly burned the poor beast was 
killed to end itsnflTerlnge. 

At twenty minutes to 5 a. ni., Mr.Oeo. 
(Jrillin, the enibaliuer and undertaker 
with Mill vain i& llumphreys, returned 
from a professional trip to the country. 
He awoke one of the stable employes and 
driving In, then went to his room half a 
sijuare distant. lie had been in bed 
about ton minutes when the alarm was 
given. By the time he dressed and 
reached the corner the etable was a 
s(>ething ma^s of flames. 

The tire started in the small room oc 
cupied by Mr. Frank Landgraf as a tailor 
shop, in the southeaet comer of the sta- 
ble building. It.s origin ia ft. mystery, 
but a defective fiue or a cigar Stab thrown 
on the door the night before, no donbt 
started the blaae, 

Babold how gratt a fire • little apark 
kindleth. 

When Dr. Vazell, who lives opposite 
the stable, on Sutton, flrat aaw the blase, 
the fire was still oonflned to the tailor 
shop. He ran oat In hU barefeet to give 

the alarm. 

The sUble with loft filled with hay 
has long been recognlaed aa a veritable 

fir<) trap, and the flames, fanned by a 
light wind from the South, swept through 
the building like a tinder-box. Oae c<tn 
get some Idea of the rapidity with which 
the fire spread when it is stated than in 
IcsB than ten minutes after Dr. Yazell 
first saw it, the stable was a roaring 
furnace. 

The sooth end of the stable extends 

close up to the rear q| the opera house. 
This portion of the opera house was a 
frame, iron clad, it was soon in tl.una:;, 
and the work of deatraction 4rent swiftly 

on. 



'ore that company got started with their 
hoia carriages. Host ever^^lMkly ran to 
the fire instead <rf lendiag a helping hand 

to get the liose to the scene. The Ama- 
zons finally got started, and tied on to 
an electric car that came along as they 
reached comer of Second and Lexington. I 
The need of an up-to-date fire depart- 
ment was never more forcibly impreesed 
upon property ow ners. 

When the Neptunes reached the seen 
the stable was practioally ia rains, and 
the opera bouse waa doomed. 

It was only by the hardest work that 
buildings west of the opera house and 
those on the north side of Second were 
saved. The Maysville Carriage Com- 
pany's hnildinir, I'r. Smith's dental office, 
Mr. E. A. Robinson's residence opposite 
Dr. Smith's, Hr.Oharles Bhtnd'i leeideooe 
on Wall, sooth of Second, and others 
caui:!it from sparks, but the people were 
on watch and in most instances the blazes 
were extinguished before they gained 
any headway. The earriage bnilding 
was damaged considerably. 

The Public Library just south of the 
stable also had a narrow escape. The 
Librarian, Mr. HIzson, closed all the 
shatters next the stable but one, and 
this no doubt saved the building and the 
valuable collection of books and curios. 
As it waa the building was damaged con- 
siderably. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock, three or four 
hours after the first fire, smoke was seen 
issuing from the roof of the handsome 
new H. E. Ohnrch, Soath, a few doors 
wjst of the opera house. Sparks from 
the first fire bad been carried into the 
ventilator shait of thechurch, and started 
a blaze that got in between the elate roof 
and the ceiling. In exUngniahIng this 
fire the church wag fiooded with the 
mu Idy water, and the damages to the 
carpet, pews, walls, ceiling aud roof is 
placed at between $3,000 and 13,000. 

It was very fortanate for that part dl the 

city that a strong wind was not blowing. 
Had there been a stiff bree/e, there is no 
telling where the fire would have ended. 

As it was, big pieces of baraing wood 
were scattered over that part of the city 
as far down as the C. and (). depot.

President M. C. Russell, lof the Wash- 
ington Fire Company, and his three BOOS 
worked like Trojans. 

There will be an effort made, probably 
to-day, to get the bell oat of the mins 
and placed in position tor oae|at a place 
yet to be selected. 

Part of the east wall of the opera bouse 
fell late Sunday aftemoop, and this morn- 
ing just before 10 o'clock the remaining 
walls tumbled with a crash. 

The "N'iagara,"^the large fire'Hengine 
used by the Washington Fire Company 
for years, was bnmed and is a total wreck. 
T^e boya tried hard to get It oilt, bnt did 

not succeed. 

About fifty plate glass (windows on 
north side of Second were broken by the 
heat. The oornioe of the Zweigart Bnild- 
ing, the lleiser building and others was 
badly daimged also by the heat. 

Mayor Stallcup ordered ropes stretched 
across Second street to keep pedestrians 
and vehiolee from|passing In front of (he 
opera boose and police were stationed at 
each rope as an additional precaution. 

The members of the Washington Fire 
Company made strenuous efforts to save 
thdr play house bat to no avail. With 
all their efforts they|wore forced to look 
on with heavy hearts and sec the large 
theatre go up in smoke. 

The olftcers and members of Washing- 
ton Fire Company desire to return thanks 
to Landlord II. B. Daugbcrty, of the 
Central Hotel, for his tUouglitfulness 
and generosity in supplying the firemen 
with hot coffee, and to 0. D. Russell, the 



chinaman, who furnished tin cups and 
superintended the di!*tribiition of the 
beverage to the lire laddies who were 
cold and wet to the skin. 

The fire recalls to the mind of 

many of our old citizens the conflagration 
that destroyed what was known as the 
"Culbertson row" in 1841), on the site 
where the livery stable and opera honte 
stood. The fire originated in a barber 
shop and bath room kept by a colored 
man by the name of Miles. The buiUl- 
iogs destroyed were all frame except the 
Presbyterian Cbnrch which was a two- 
story brick and stood where the opera 
house stood. That fire bnmed from the 
present Ilibtorlcal i:'ociety building to 
Second street. In those days we had no 
waterworks to fight fires, but had "bieak* 
down" engines, "Relief," "Plm nix" and 
the "Xeptune." The people foruud a 
row from the fire to the river, men on one 
side and women on the other. The 
women passed the emj>ty buckets to the 
river and the men the full bucketa to the 
tire.
